A catas- 
trophe’ is “indicated and = -catastropho 
caused by water. This is the conclusion of 
scioneo ; how singularly it harmonises with 
the Biblical narrativa it ia almost supor- 
fluoua to point out, 
THE ANTEDILUVIAN WORLD. 

The destruction of the Antediluvians 
who lived. before tho Ice Ago sot in was 
accomplished much further back ; the date 
6,000 B.c, represents tho end of the Ise 
Age, not its beginning. How it was that 
ice submergad the world ne one seems to 
be exactly able to say, but a great dast of 
valuable informntioa has been obtained by 
tha geological rescarch of tho present 
century. Before this devastating deluge 
of ico set in—‘ Trees reigned without in- 
tercuption, in north temperate and Polar 
regions, throughout the vast expanse of 
tertiary time. Palms and cyeads then 
spratg up in the room of oaks and beeches 
in England ; turtles and crocodiles haunted 
Baglish rivors and estuaries; lions, ele- 
phants, and hyenas roamed at largo over 
English dry land, Anthropoid spos lived 
in Germany and France, fig and cinnamon 
trees flourished in Danizic ; in Greouland 
up to seventy degrees of latitude, magnolias 
bloomed, and tines riponed their fruit; 
whilg in Spitzbergen, and even in Grinnell 
Land, within little more than eight degrees 
of the pole, ewamp-cypresses and walnuts, 
coders, limes, planes, and poplars grow 
freely.

TRACES OF THE 1Ck FLOOD. 

.+ From observations upon living glaciers,’ 
asys Dr Wright, ‘and from the knows na- 
ture of ice, We may lvarn tu recugnise the 
track of @ glucior as readily and unmislak- 
ably ‘as we would the familiar footprints of 
an enimal.’ By the effects of ice-grinding, 
rocks ‘are smoothed and polished, rounded, 
and mammillated. They are, morcover, 
striated. Theso may be called glacial 
hieroglyphics ; vlacial deposits are equalky 
distinctive, Thoy aro of three principal 
kinds—ground-moraine, terminal moraige, 
and erratic boulders. The heigkits to which 
the ice-flood rose ara frequently self-te- | 
gistered on the mountains which once | 
breasted its dow. ‘They serve, in Dr 
Wright's phrase, as ‘ glaciometers.” ‘Thus 
it has buen learned that the ice was a mils 
thick in New England, and a couple of 
thousand feet in Pennsylvania. The date :

United States can scarcely, ition, be placed 
earlier than 6,C00 nc. For it was, we re- 
peat, the withdrawal of tho ico that sot the 
Chronometer of the Falls going. The Falle 
of Niagara indeed. constitute in them- 
selves, in Dr Wright's apt phrase, ‘a 
glacial chronometer.’ .

Tt waa this tremendous agenoy of glacial 
action that gave us North West Amarica os 
we have it at present. The inexhaustible 
fertility of the Far West ia an endowment 
from vanished glaciers. The world to-day 
in-very diffarent from what it was in the 
old times. The mountains stood higher 
and the glaciers forming oa their slopes 
crumpled the earth in beneath their weight. 
Tho earth crust was not strong enough to 
bear the weight of its ice armour, About 
six million squate miles wore covered with 
ice vi ing ia thickness of half a mile to a 
mile. Taking it only at half a mils in 
height the weight per squore mile was no 
Jess than two thousand million of tons. 
And the whole of this eriormous mass being 
extracted from the ocean, its differential 
effect. in producing change of level was 
doubled. The ice-cumbered land ageord. 
ingly went down, like an overladeu ship, 
until it was awash with tho waves, and sea- 
ahella wera deposited alonz coast frinzes 
above the drift. Thon, as the ico melted, 
recovery ensued. The whale article is Full
